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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicants argue that the Examiner has not considered the Hayden et al. reference as a whole, yet Applicants rely on the reference's 
Examples to support their arguments. The fact that Hayden et al. do not "distinguish between high or low temperatures for decomposing 
silver to silver metal, high or low silver densities of the catalysts, or the various promoters utilized with the catalysts" does not preclude the 
reference from reading upon the instantly claimed invention. With respect to the claimed quantity of silver (i.e., silver density), the support 
surface area range and the weight percentage range of silver, respectively disclosed by Hayden et al., were employed to determine that 
the silver density therein can range from 0.003 to 0.77 grams per square meter (see enclosed attachment), which overlaps Applicants' 
claimed "quantity of at most 0.1 7 g per m2". 

For these reasons, Applicants' arguments are not persuasive, and the rejection of record is maintained.
